anAnfwer, were that td^& lioiff, both on 
behalf of thenifelves, and of the bleffed Truth- 
he hath blafphemed. But this leads me to 
my Second Reafon. viX: That moft of the 
paffages he finds faults with* and would labour 
to pervert ^ have been already brought by him- 
felfiriitwo printed Papers, (the one cJilled, 
A tm Cofy of a Paper ^ &cc. The other^ The pre- 
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tended Tearly Meeting of the ^uak,ers^ their Name- 
lefs Bull of Excommunication^ 6cc.) and refuted 
by T £3 in a Bcx)k Entitulcd^ Truth Defended^ 
which he fo far takes notice of in his Pojifcripty 
asbcfpcaksit was come to his Hands-, ror he 
makes fome idle Obfcrvations on a paflagc or 
two^ and fb leaves it^ which he had better 
have let quite aloiie^ except he had done it 
morcfairly^ and more to purpofc^ and with- 
AI makesafijwt offer, that it is pH)hSleadut 
Anfwer may le given in due time to it \ and that 
other Book of his, -called a further Difa/t^ery. 
So'that G.K^ wculd he mind his bufines, 
mought have found work enough upon his;, 
handsj^ without writing one thing twice over ^ 
who for all he ohce told us, when prefled to 
defend himfclf , that of making^ many Books there 
is no end^ yet feems to have an itch to be doings 
though it be but aHum dgete^ rather then Cope 
with what's ad rem^ and argumentative -, for 
till better cnformed, 1 muft affign his (hifting, 
to a diffidence of his caufe, and an uneafincfs to 
buckle clofe to the work, who after all his 
vain floui:ifhes, empty not of malice but matv- 
ter, manifefts. himlclf to be at a low ebb •, his 
ftock almoft exhaufted,^ if he be np more fruit- 
ful of hisinftances againffethofe Friends, atxf 
dthers of their Brethren, that fo forry infer- 
ences, once before brought and foiihd too light, 
ahs become his laft retiige, ancl for want of 
rtiore, muft be repeated, though the invalidity; 
of tiKm hath beca fufficieritly laid open.

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Now that which drew me to be concerned 
with hinij at prcfent^ is this-, As I have of^ 
late compared his former Books^ with his la- 
ter Pamphlets •, lb obferving in a Book, which 
by the difficulty of obtaining, Ifind to be but 
in few Hands, that he^ in the Year, 16^2.

their vile and pernicious Errors, oppofite to 
fome Fundamental Articles of me Chrifti- 
an Faith. And here I would have the 
Reader to underftand^ That if thefe men 
had, by their late amwcrs , contradiaed 
their former fayingsand fentiments, from 
any finccre conviction ^ and profefled ac- 
knowlcdgemcrit of the vile and ^ro/i Errors^ 
boldly afferted by them,^ in their printed 
Books, I ihould have been fo far from 
charging them with Hipcrify^ for their fo 
doing, that I flbould have commended their 
Ingenuity.
